T he holy ſervice of God, which the Zavines called Religie 
en, becauſc it knictedthe mindes of men together,and moſt 

cople of Ewrope have borrowed the ſame from them,they 
called moſt ſignificantly Fan-faftnes, as the one and onely 
aſſur:nce and faſt anker-holde of our ſoules health. 

The gladſome tidings of our ſalyation, which the Creekes 
called Evangehion,and other Nations in the ſame word,they 
called Godspel, that is, God: fpeech, 

For our Saviour, which wee borrowed from the Trench, 
and they trom the Latin Salvator , they called in their owne 
word, Haz/end from Hael, that is, Saves, (aletic, which wa 
r-taine ſlili;n A/-hael, and Waſ- bael,thatis, Ave, Salve,Sis 
alvns, 
us: hey could call the ay wk of Chriſt, Leorning Cnibtas, 
thatis, Learmng Servitowrs.For Cuuht which is now a name 
of worſhip,f1gnifhied with them an 4rrendaxt, or ſervitour. 

T hey could game the Phariſes according tothe Hebrew, 
Sunder-halgens , as holy religious men which had ſundred 
and "pos ch: mſclves from other, 

The Scribes they could call in their proper fignificati- 
on, as Booke-men, Becer. So they called parchment which 
wee have catcht from the Latine Pergamenum, Boc-fell 1n 
rcſpeR of the vſe. 

So they could call the ſacrament Hehgdome , as holy 
mdgencnt. For ſoit is.according as we receiyeit,

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They could call Fertilitie and frunfulneffe of hand fig- 
nificatively Fordeſ- wela, as wealth of the earth, 

They could call a Comer, a Faxedftarre; which is all one 
with Stella Crmita, or Cometa. So they did cal! the mdgc- 
ment ſcate Bomeſerrle, | 

That which we call the Parl/ament of the French Tar icy 
toſpeake, they called a 7//itten mor, as the mceting and al- 
ſembly of wiſe men. 

The certaine and inward knowledge of that which is 
1m our minde,be it good or bad , which in the Latine word 
we call Conſcience, they called [nit , as that which they 
did inwardly wit and wote, that is,know certainely. 

T hatin a river which the Latines call Aiew,and Cuna- 
tis, and from thence molt nations of Farope name the Cha» 
nel, Kane! , Canale, &c, they properly called the Streame- 
race. 

Neither in the degrees of kinred they were deſtitute of 
ſignficative woordes; for he whom we of a French & Fn. 
g4/þ compound word call Grandfather,they called Ea/d-fa- 
der, whom we call Great Grandfather, they called Thirda- 
fader, So Proavns, which we call Great Great Grandfather, 
they called Fortha-fader, as Abavnr,Fiftha-fader. 

An Exwmech, for whome we have no name, but from the 
Greekes , they could aptly name /nſane, that is, without 
ſtones,as we vie Yaſporced for without ſpotte,Yulearned, for, 
withoutlearning. 

A Covetous man whome we fo call of the French { on- 
voiriſe they truely called Git-ſor,as a ſore & eagre Gerter,and 
Gatherer. 

That which the Latines call Aborras, and wee in many 
wordes, Y/ntimely Birth, or, Borne before the full time, they 
called Ms/5. borne. | 

A Porter, which wee have received from the French, 
they could in their own word as ſ1gnificatively call A Dore- 
ward. 

I could particulate in many more , but this woulde ap- 
peare moſt plentifully , if the [abours of the leatned Gen- 
D 2 tlemen 
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tlemen Maifter Lawrence Nowell of Lincolne: Inne, who firſt 
in our time recalled the {tudic hecreof, Maiſter Fiflian 
Lambert, Maiſter 1: Toſcelin, Mailter Fr: Tate were once 
publiſhed. Otherwiſe itis to bee feared , that devouring 
Time , in few yeeres will ytterly (wallow it, without hope 
of recoverie. 

The alteration ahd mnovation in our tongue asinall o- 
thers,hath beenc brought in by entrance of Strangers, as 
Danes, Normans, and others which have ſwarmed hither, by 
trafficke, for new words as well as for riew wares, have al- 
waies come in by the tyranne Tee , which altereth all vn- 
der heaven, by //e, which ſwayeth moſt, and hath an abſo- 
lute command in words, and by Pregnant wits: ſpecially fince 
that learning after long baniſhment, was recalled in the 
time of King Henrythe erght, it hath beene beautified and 
enriched out of other good tongites , panty by enfranchi« 
ſing and endenizing ſtrange words, partly by refining and 
mollifying olde words, partly by implanting new wordes 
with artificiall compoſition, happily PR themſclves 
within the bounds prefcribed by Herace. So that our tor 
is {and | doubtnet but hath becne) as copious, pithie, an 
fignificative,as any other tongue in Z#yope : and I hope we 
arc not yet and ſhall not heereafter come tothat which Se» 
neca ſaw in his time, 1iWhen mens mindes beginne once to mimre 
them{elyes to diſlike whatſoever ts v/nalls diſdaied. They af 

Jett noveltie inſpeech , they recall formorne and vncuth words, 
they forge new phraſes, and that which t ueweft, ts beſt hiked 
there is preſumptuonm and farre fetching of words. And ſome 
there are which thinks it a grage if their ſpeech doe hover, 
ard thereby bold the hearer m{u/pence t you know what fol- 
loweth. 

Omitcing this, pardon me and thinke me not oyerbal- 
Janced with afteRion, if I thinke that our Exg4/s tongue 
1s (1 will not fayas ſacred as the Hebrew, or as learned as the 
Greeke,) but as fluent as the Latine, as courteous as the Spa- 
mb, as courtlike as the French and as amorous as the 1tahan, 
as ſome Italianated amorous have confelled. Neither hath 

any 


thing detraſted more from the dignitic of our tongue, 

om puneaeRioned forraine tongues, by admiring, 
praiſing, and ſtudyirg them above meaſure : whereas the 
wiſe R omen; thought no ſmall part of their honour tocon» 
fiſt in the honour of their language, eſteeming ita diſho- 
nour to anſwer any forraine in his owne language. Asfor 
along time the Engliſh placed in the Borrough townes of 
Ireland and Wales, would admit neither Iriſh nor Welſh a« 
mong them. And not long ſince for the honour of ourna» 
tive tongue, Henry Fitz.- Allan Earle of Arwndell, in his tra- 
vaile into take, and the Lord illew Howard of Effing- 
hen,in his government of { abce, albeit they werenot iI2no- 
rant of other forraine tongues , would anſwer no ſtrangers 
by word or writing, but onely in Engliſh. As in this conſi- 
deration alſo before them Cardinall #oley in his ambaſ- 
fage into France, commaunded all his ſervaunts to vieno 
French,but meere Engliſh to the French,inall communica- 
tion whatſoever. 

As for the Mono/5/labler fo rife in our tongue which were 
not ſo originally, although chey arc vnhitting for verſes and 
meaſures,yetarethey molt fit for exprefling briefly the farſt 
conceipts © he minde , or [ntentionalia as they call them in 
ſchooles : fo that we can ſet downe more matter in fewer 
lincs,than any other language. Neither do we or the Welſh 
ſo curtall Letme , that we make all therem Mono/yllebles , as 
loſeph Scaliger chargeth vs; who in the meane time forget- ta Cantedia, 
teth that his Frenchmen have putm their Prov1/o in the c- 
dit of Yacification in the Grammaticall warre, that they 
might not pronounce Latine diſtinly,as the Engliſh com- 
mon Lawyers obtained then a K e/ervation that they mighe 
write falſe Latine , and the Iriſh not to obſerve quantitic of 
ſyllables. I cannot yet but confeſle that we have corruptly 
contraſted moſt names both ofmen and places;if they were 
of morethen two fillables , and thereby hath enſued no lit 
tle obſcuritie. 
Whereas our tongue is mixed, it is nodiſgrace, whenas 


all the tongues of Ewrope doe participate interchangeably 
D 3 the 
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the one of the other, and inthe learned torigues; there hath 
been hike borrowing ove from another. Y ct 1s it falſe which 
Geſner affirmeth, that our tongve is the moſt mixt and cor- 
rupt of all other. For if it may pleaſe any to compare but the 
Lords Prayer in other languages, he ſhall finde as few Ze- 
tine afnd borrowed forraine words in ours, as in any other 
whatſoever , Notwithſtandiog the divarſitie of Nations 
which have {warmed hither, and the praQtife of the Nore 
mans, Who as a monument of their Conqueſt, would have 
yoaked the Engliſh vnder their tongue, as they did vnder 
their command, by compelling them co teach their children 
in ſchooles nothing but French , by ſetting downe their 
lawes inthe Nerman-French, and enforcing them meltri- 

orouſly to pleade and to be impleaded in that tongue one- 
y,for the ſpace of three hundred yeares, vntill K. Edward 
the third a thew firſt from that bondage. Since which 
time,our language hathriſcn by little, andthe proverbe pro- 
ved yntrue, which ſo long had beene vicd , [ache won/d be 4 
gentleman if he could ſpeaks any Freneh, 

Heercin is a notable argument of our Anceſtors ſtcd- 
faſtnes in cſteemingand retaining their owne tongue, For 
as before the Conqueſt they miſliked nothing more in K. 
Edward the Conkellor.thar that he was Frenchifted, & ac- 
counted the deſire of forraine language, then to be a fore- 
token of the bringing in of forraine powers, which indeede 
happened.In like manner after the Conqueſt,notwithſtan- 
ding thoſe enforcements of the Normans in ſupplanting it, 
andthenature of men , which is moſt pliable with a curious 
tolitic to faſhion & frame themſelves according to the man- 
ners, attyre, and language of the Conquerours. Yet in all 
that long ſpace of 306, yearcs, they intcrmingled very few 
French-Norman words, except ſome termes of law, hun- 
ting, hawking, and dicing', whenas wee within theſe 60, 
yeares, have incorporated ſo many Latine and French, as 
the thirdpeat of our tongue conliſteth now in them. But 
like thewſelves , continue (lil thoſe ald Engliſhmen which

Whereas the Hebrew Rabbiner (ay, and that truly, that 
Nature hath given man five inſtruments for the pronoun- 
cing of all letters, the lips, the teeth, the tongue, the palate, 
and throate; I willnotdenie but ſome among vs do pro- 
nounce more fully, ſome flatly, ſome broadly, and nofew 
mincingly,oftending in defeR,exceſle,or change of letters, 
which 1s rather to be imputed tothe perſons and their edu- 
cation, thanto the language. Whenas generally wee pro- 
nounce by the confcſlion offtrangers, as ſweetely, ſmooth- 
ly,and moderately, as any of the Northerne Nations of the 
world,who are noted to ſoupe their words out of the throat 
with fat and full ſpirits, | 

T his variety of pronuntiation hath brought in ſome di- 
verſitie of Orthographie, and heere-vpon Sir /ohn Price,to 
the derogation of ourtongue, and glorie of his Welſh, re- 
porteth:that aſentence ſpoken by him in F»g//,& penned 
out of his mouth by foure good Secretaries, ſcverally for tri- 
al of our Orthography,was ſo ſet downe by cthern, that they 
all differed one from the other in many letrers : whereas ſo 
many We{/+ writing the ſame likewiſe in ther tongue vart- 
ed notinany onelctter at all. Well, I will not derogate trom 
the good Knights credite; yct it hath beene ſeene where 
tenne Engliſh writing the ſame ſentence, have altſo con« 
curred, that among them all there hath beene no other 


difference , than the adding , or omitting once or twice of

But in Fng/and certaine it is, that as the better ſort, even 
from the Conqueſt by little and little tooke ſurnames , ſo 
they were notſetled among the common people wee 1 , Vite 
till aboutthe time of King Fdwardihe ſecond : but ſill va- 
riedaccording te the fathers name, as Richardſon, if his fa- 
* ther were Rickard Hodgeſon, it his father were Roger, orin 
ſome other re{pe&, and froin thenceforth beganne to be e- 
ſt:blfhed, (fome ſay by Ratnte,)in their poſtenicie. 

This will ſeeme ſtrange to ſome Engliſhmen and Sce- 
tiſhmen, which hke che Arcadiansthinke their ſurnames as 
ancient as the Moone, oratthe leaſt toreach many ana 
beyond the Conqueſt. But they which thinke it 
firange,(I ſpeake vnder correion,)I doubt they will hard» - 
ly finde any ſurname which deſcended to poſteritie before

Yea the very terminations of 
the names are ſuch as are oncly proper and appliable to 
places, and not to perſons in their ſignifications, if any will 
marke the Locall rermjnations which I Jately ſpecified, 
Who wou'd ſuppoſe Hil, Wood, Ficld, Ford, Ditch,Pole, 
Pond, Towne, or Ton, and ſuch like terminations to bee 
convenient for men to bearc in their n:mes, vnleſle 
could alſo dreame Hilles, Woods, Fieldes, Fordes, Ponds, 
Pounds &c. to have becne m:tzmorphoſed into men by 
ſome ſupernaturall txansformation.

It may 
aſwell ſeeme that the locall names of perſons were partely 
taken vp by them(clves, if they were owners of the place, 
25 given by the people, wha have the ſoveraignty of words 
and names, as they did in the Nicke-names before Sur- 
names were in vie. For who would have named himſclfe, 
Peaceable, Vaready, Without-land, Beauclerke, Strong- 
bow,Gagteeth, Ir 4mm i. Crook-backe, 
butthe concurrent veyce of the people , as the women 
neighbours gave the name to Obed'in the booke of Rach; 
and hkewiſe in Surnames. In theſe pretty names, as I way 
terme them, from floures, fiſhes, birdes, habutudes,&&c: it 
may bee thought that they came from Nurſes in former 
times heere, as very many, orrather molt in /reland and 
Wales doe at this preſent. Theſe Nicke-names of one fil

with men, 'for then tenne or twelve men haddetwos or 
three wives common among them.) But ſhenotignorane 
of the Roman incontinence, replied Wee accompany in- 
deede with the beſt and braveſt men openly , but moſt vile and 
be/e companions dee w/e you ſecretly. [ Xiphilanr} 

AtTorke allo died Conflantines Chlornus the Emperonr, 
who being not able to furniſh Dioclefian his conſortin the 
Empire with ſuch a maſſe of mony, as he required at that 
inſtanc., faide, Fee thought it better for the common. weale 
that meny ſhomld be rt the handes of private men, then ſhane 
wn the Emperors coffers; concurring with Trae, who 
comparcd the treaſure of the Prince vnto the ſplene, that 
the greater it groweth, the limbes are thelefſer . [ Enſe- 
bins.) 

Hisfonne C:yſavtine, inveſted inthe Empire at Yorke, 
(and a Britan borne as all Writers conſent, befide' Nice+ 
pherus who lived not long fince, and now Lipfa deceived 
by the falſe printed coppie of /al. Firmicws,) the firſt Em- 
perour which advanced the faith of Chriſt, followed the 
humilite of Chriſt, for hee vied to cail the common peo=» 
ple, Hu fellow ſervants and brethren of te Church of God.

' will flatter, as well the Laicall) tolde 1m that his godlines

When hee ſought by ſevere edits to aboliſh all hea- 
th-niſh ſaperſtition, and laboured by godly lawes to eſta- 
blith the true religion and (ſervice of Chriſt ; yea, and vn- 
ce{ſanily endevoured to draw men vnto the faith, perſna- 
ding, — praying, intreating in time , out of time, 
publikely and privately : he one day ſaid merrily, yet truly 
vnto the Biſhop , that be had bidden to a banquet, As ye 
be Biſhops: within the Church , ſo may | alſo ſreme to be a Bi- 
ſep out of the Church, 

He diſſwading one from covetouſnes, did with his lance 
draw out the length and bredth of a mans grave, ſaying:

He made a law, that no Chriſtian ſhould be bondman 
to.a Iew, andif that any Jew did buy any Chriſtian for his 
ſlave, hee ſhould bee fined therefore, and the Chriſti.

Chbrift. 

Ethelbert King of Kent, -was hardly iriduced to imbrace 
Chriſtian Religion at the perſwafion of Augnufme , ſent to 
convert the Engliſh Nation : buc atlength, being perſwa- 
d:d and deiitousto be baptized, ſaid 2 Let ws come alſo 10 
the King of Kings, and giver of Kingdomes : it may redownd to 
our ſhame , that we which are firſt in authoritie , ſhould come 
Laſt to Chriftiamitie. : But 1doe beleech that true King, that 
be wonld not reſpedt the precedence in tume, but devotion of my 
mide, [ loſcelinua.]

Thirlby Biſhep of Eke , when he was Ambaſſador at 
Reme, one of hir men negligently laying downe his livery 
cloake,n his lodging loſt it : wherewith the Biſhop being 
angrieTated the fellow roughly,who told him that hee {u - 
ſpeed nothing in ſo holy aplace as Rome was , but did 
take them all for true men . What knaue { qvoth the Bi- 
ſhop)when thou comme? into a ſtrange place, thinke all 
men there to be theeves, yet take heede thou doe not call 
them theeves. 

When hee was priſoner in the Tower. he was ſearched

When one asked counſel! of Cardinal! Poo/e, what me- 
thode ind way was beſt to betaken, to vnderſtand the 
obſcure places in Saint Pawles Epiſtles : he anfwered him 
he thought the beſt and ſhorteſt way was , to reade firſt 
the latter patte of thoſe Epiſtles , which doeth intreate of 
Chriſtian manners , and vnderſtand it, and expreſle itin 
lfeand geod manners; andthen to go vnto thefirſt pait, 
whetc the matters of faith arg ſubtily and exaRtly handled, 
ſaying; That God wil groe his fpirite of underflanding ſeone#t 
wnto thoſe, that with althewr whole hearts ſeeke to ſerve him, 

He was wontto ſlay , That he and all other Biſhops ought 
ts conſider that they were ordained, not onely /ndge; over theſe 
of their. Dioceſe, but father Inages. 

In communication when mention hapned to be made 
of a certaine Biſhoppe , who was woont to blame the Bi- 
ſhops that lived at Rowe, and negleRed their charge, and 
yet he himleife was reſident at Rewe, He(quoth Poole )aoth 
like nts thoſe that cannot abide the [mel of gariicke,for if they 
have to do with them that beve eaten garlihe theyeate ſome 190 
them/elves , that they may not percerve their ſimking breaths, 

Speach was heard of a yoong man that was learned in- 
deede, buttoo bolde, and ready to cenſure. Learmng 
(quoth Poole) doth works almoſt that in yong men , that wine 
doth wn the fattey there it worketh, there it boileth uppe, and 

ſmelleth. But as ſoone 41 it it purged, and put inthe veſſel, ha» 
wing gathered hu forces together, it w quiet and ſtil. 

When one very skilfull in Aſtrologic tolde him , that

anſwered him, While af the worlde was overwhelmed with 
the aarkeneſſe of Pagamſme, it did excel al other Artes : but 
ſince that thiche x. 0k chaſed away , by the bright beames of 
the preaching of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, and ther fucerſſonre, 
the ſindy of the ſacred Scriptures and arvumitie had gotten the 
pabne and chiefe praiſe, adding , that Philoſophy was now as 
Tencedos, of whome V gil weriteth:

This Biſhop vpon atime 
came vnto hiny, ind tolde hilt that hee was minded to goe 
out of the cittie, for one moneth', and to vifire his ſheepe, 
and therefore hee did defire that hee might departe with 
his good leave and liking : Poe/e anſwered, ]/haltake tha 
comfort by your departure , that you ſbal bee beaten the teſſe.

W Hitoriographers . 1 will onely adde 
; # out of Philo, that they were Gods 
owne creatures, who in his Booke de Plartatione Noe, re - 
porteth, that when he had made the whole worlds maſſe; 
he created Poets to celebrate and ſet out the Creator him- 
ſelfe ,and all the creatures : you Poets read the place and 
you will like it, Howſoeuerit pleaſeth the /ra/ian to cen- 
ſure vs,yet neither doth the Sunne ſo farte retire his charti- 
ot from our Climate , neither are there lefſe favourable a- 
ſpeRs berweene Mercwrie, Inpiter, and the Moone, in our 
inclination of heauen,if Potts are Faro,as it pleaſed Sorra- 
r-5,neither are our Poers deſticure of Arte preſcribed by rea- 
{on,and grounded vpon experience , but they are as preg- 
nant beth in witty conceits and deviſes, and alfo in imitati+ 
on,as aty of them. Yea and according to the argument ex- 
cell in granditie and grauity, in ſmoothneſfle and proprie- 
tie, in quicknefſe and briefnefle. So that for skill , yarictie, 
efficacie, and ſweetneſſe, the foure mareriall points requi- 
red 1n a Poerthey can both teach and delight perfeRly.

coffing.the Aſſirians in wax and hony, the Scythians caried 
about the cleanſed carkaſes to the freinds of the deceaicd 
for 40.daies with ſolemne banquets, And that we may not 
particulate , the Romarnes lo far exceeded in funerall ho- 
nors,and ceremonyes, with oyntments, images,bonfires of 
moſt precious woods, ſacrifices, & banquets, burning their 
dead bodiegyntill about the time of Theodor, that lawes 
were enaſtedto reftraine the exceſſe. Neither hauc any 
negleed buriall, but ſome ſauage nations as BaQrians, 
(which caft the dead to their doggs ) ſome varlet Philoſo- 
phers, 2s Diogenes which defired to be deuoured of filhes, 
ſome diffolute courtiers as Mecernas,who was wont to lays 
Non tummlnm cxr0, ſepelit natura relitlos, 
As an other faid.

But among all funerall honours Epitaphes haue alwaies 
bene moſt reſpeRiue, for inthem loue was ſhewed to the 
deceaſed, memory was concinued to poſterity, friends were 
comforted , and the reader put in mind of humane fraiel-

F The inuention of them proceeded from the preſage or 
forfeeling of immortality implanted in all men naturally, 
andis referred tothe ſchollers of Linw,who firtt bewayled 
their maiſter when he was ſlaine, in dolefull yerſes then 
called of him «/£/in»m,afterward Epitaphia,, for that they 
_ ficlt ſong at Burialls, after engraued vpon the ſepul- 
chers. 

It were needleſſe to ſer downe heere the lawes of Plato, 
that an Epitaph ſhould be compriſed in foure verſes, or 
of the Lo aaines who reſerned this honor only to 
Martiall men, and-chaft women :.or how the moſt ancient, 
(Oy Greeke ) wete written in Elegiac verſe, after in 
proſe: 

- How monuments were creed molt yſually along the 
high waye fide,to put paſſengers in mipde that they are, 
2s thoſe were mortall, 

How ſuch as violated ſepulchres were puniſhed with 
death, baniſhment, condemnation tothe mines, lofſe of 
members, according to circumſtance of fat aud perſon, 
and how ſacred they were accompred. | 

In which regard I cannot but giue you the mon

/ Notorious it is to all how the ſame Zxcian bringeth in 
Diogenes laughing and outlaughing King THaſol:es for 
that he was ſo pitifully preſſed and chruſhed with an huge 
heape of-Rones ynder his ately monument CHaw/olewm 
for the magnificence accompted among the worlds won- 
ders : But anſwerable to mens worth, ſtates, 
and places, baue alWaies bene allowed, yet ſtately __ 
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chers for baſe fellowes haue alwayes lyen open to bie- 
ter ieſts, as that marble one of Licinws the barber, which 
one by way of compariſon thus derided, with a dowbt 
thereon, whether God regarded men of worth. 
Marmoreo Licinus tumnulo tacet at Cato pars, 
Pompems nullo,{ ? redimis eſſe Deos ? 

Whereunto another replied with an aſſurance that God 
doth regard worthy men,

As for ſuch as bury themlclues living, and ſay they liue 
to themſclues, when they live ncitherto themſelues, nor 
to other, butto their belly, eaſe, and pleaſure, wel worthy 
are they to haue while they liue, that Epitaph which Sexe- 
cadeuiled for Yatia their fellow to be inſcnbed vpon his 
houſe, Hic ſirzs eft Vatia, and no memotiall at all when 
they are dead. 

Itis not impertinent to note in one worde as the aun- 
cient Romans beganne Epitaphes with D. M. for Dys 
AManbis . D. M.S$.isDys Manibus ſacrum, Hic ſitus eſt, 
Hoſþes,as ſpeaking to the reader, $o we & other Chniſtians 
began them with Fic deponitar, Hic iacet, Hic requieſcit, 
Hic tumulatur, wn French Icy viſt, Here lieth. and in latter 
time according to the doAtrine of the time Orapro.&:,0f 
your charity,cc.
